Jury Asks Less Publicity On Kids 


More severe punishment for 
juvenile 
speeders 
and 
for 
liquor dealers who sell liquor 
to minors, and less publicity 
concerning incidents of juv­ 
enile delinquency have been 
recommended by the Marin 
County Grand Jury as steps to­ 
ward curbing delinquency. 
The grand jury today re­ 
leased a report on a meeting 
of its juvenile committee with 
county law enforcement offi­ 
cers, held March 20, with the 
grand jury as a whole concur­ 
ring in recommendations. Pres­ 


ent at the meeting were com­ 
mittee members, Sheriff David 
Menary, Dist. Atty. W. 0. Weis* 
sich. Capt. T. F. Parnow of the 
California Highway Patrol and 
police chiefs of Marin’s cities. 


The report listed these find­ 
ings and recommendations: 


1. There are only about 100 
“ problem youngsters” in Marin 
—less than 3 per cent of the 
county’s teen-age population— 
and these youngsters are under 
surveillance by law enforce­ 
ment officers. 


2. 
Parental 
and 
spiritual 
guidance 
is 
needed. 
Police 
should “bring parents into the 
picture and attempt to create 
a better understanding between 
the parents, the child and the 
law.” 
3. “Consistent traffic viola­ 
tions 
by 
juvenile 
speeders 
should receive more severe 
punishment.” 
4. “No liquor dealer has re­ 
ceived a punishment any more 
severe than a $100 fine, or two 
weeks suspension of license for 
the violation of selling liquor 


to minors. (We urge) more se­ 
vere punishment, even to re­ 
voking 
their 
licenses 
per­ 
manently.” 
5. 
“Too 
much newspaper 
publicity given these incidents 
(of delinquency and rowdyism) 
creates an adverse effect by 
setting 
up 
delinquents 
as 
heroes and is an encourage­ 
ment to other teen-agers. Be­ 
cause of the headlines in Bay 
Area papers, gangs from other 
cities are coming into Marin 
County to ‘get in on the scraps.’ 
(We urge) less publicity by the 


newspapers, e s p e c i a l l y on 
minor incidents.” 
6. “Light punishment for 
crime . . . invites criminals to 
Mann County . . . Should deal 
more severely with those who 
invade Marin.” 
7. “ . . . A common sense 
application of the curfew law 
should be practiced . . . Young 
people .. . should not be appre­ 
hended unless there is evidence 
of loitering or an indication of 
trouble brewing. The curfew 
law is more of an anti-loitering 
law” 


$400,000 Available 
Now For Flood Job 
In Tamalpais Valley 


Some $400,000 in federal 
funds is immediately available 
for flood control work 
on 
Coyote Creek, Tamalpais Val­ 
ley, the Marin County Board of 
Supervisors was notified today. 
Chairman Walter Castro re­ 
ported to the board that Ruben 
Johnson of the Army Corps of 
Engineers in San Francisco 
telephoned to say that $4,000 
is available for surveys and 
$396,000 for construction as 
soon as “local funds” are avail­ 
able. 
There seemed to be some 
disagreement on the board as 
to how much “local” money 
would be needed. Castro said 
he understood $201,000, while 


Supervisor William D. Fussel- 
man insisted it was $125,000 
for acquisition of rights of way 
and $101,000 additional, for a 
$226,000 total. 
At the same time the board 
was notified that a bill which 
would allow the state to pro­ 
vide the needed “ local” money 
passed the state Senate yester­ 
day afternoon. The bill (AB 
3103) by Assemblyman Richard 
H. McCollister, got unanimous 
approval as an urgency meas­ 
ure, which will become effec­ 
tive as soon as it has the gov­ 
ernor’s signature.

San Rafael city councilmen 
overruled the planning com­ 
mission last night and permit­ 
ted a homeowner to build a 
second home on a hillside lot 
which has a total of less than 
6,000 square feet. 
Pat Hetherton. chairman of 
the planning commission, warn­ 
ed that approval of a second 
home on the lot could “ break 
down the administration of the 
city’s zoning ordinance.”

avenue. This was seconded by

that her lot fronts both Mira­ 
mar avenue and Wood street, 
which is not a through street. 
She said her lot is hilly, and it 
is impossible for her to get ac­ 
cess from the Miramar side to 
Wood street without going all 
the way around the road. 
She requested a “ small sec­ 
ond residence” 
facing Wood 
street. There was no opposi­ 
tion to her request from neigh­ 
bors. 
City 
Planner Stuart Bailey 
reported the lot is 5,924 square 
feet. He said the planning com­ 
missioners 
had 
visited 
the 
premises and found no “ex­ 
ceptional 
circumstances” 
to 
warrant a variance permitting 
the second home. 


PLANNER REPLIES 
“ If the variance is granted 
without showing exceptional 
circumstances, I feel that the 
zoning ordinance will be very 
seriously affected,” declared 
Hetherton. “This ruling will af­ 
fect all first class residential 
areas . . . The council passed 
this ordinance and we would 
expect it to uphold the ordi­ 
nance.”

Tramway promoter Charles 
Van Evera again oi^lined his 
proposition for a $1.250.000 
tourist attraction which would 
traverse water district property 
on the face of Marin’s highest 
mountain. It would utilize pri­ 
vate property for its proposed 
lower terminus in Larkspur’s 
wooded Baltimore Canyon, or 
an alternate location in Mill 
Valley. 
The hearing by a three-man 
committee of the five-man wa­ 
ter district board was to help 
the district directors decide 
whether to lease its property 
for Van Evera’s project. 
Kent said the directors would 
“carefully consider the public 
interest” before reaching a de­ 
cision.

Kent, Dr. Leo Stanley and Ro­ 
bert Anderson did not commit 
themselves for or against the 
project. 
NO COMMITTMENT 
Kent said the first considera­ 
tion of the tramway before the 
full district board would prob­ 
ably be at its April 30 meeting, 
and not tomorrow as was prev­ 
iously reported. 
Conservation and improve­ 
ment clubs lining up

Long-Awaited Survey 


Stresses Unification 


Pay-as-you-go financing of the proposed Marin 
County civic center at Santa Venetia and planning of a 
physical plant “ which might ultimately be the headquart­ 
ers of a unified local government” were recommended 
to the board of supervisors today by Louis J. Kroeger 
and Associates. 


The San Francisco firm in a report prepared at a 
cost to the county of $12,500, also made these recom­ 
mendations in considering the administrative aspects of 
civic center planning: 


1. Creation of a countywide planning department 
and countywide library service, and “ anticipation” of 
county wide police service. 
2. Consolidation of the offi­ 
ces of county clerk and record­ 
er. 
3. Establishment of the of­ 
fice of county counsel. 
TRANSFER FUNCTIONAL 
4. Transfer of coroner func­ 
tions to the sheriff, county phy­ 
sician functions to the health 
department, and public admin­ 
istrator duties to the district 
attorney. 
5. Retention of the building 
inspection office within the 
county public works depart­ 
ment. 
6. Displacement of special 
districts by the public works 
department, or performance by 
the department of services re­ 
quired by special districts. 
SEPARATE JA IL 
7. Location of the county 
jail away from the civic cen­ 
ter and creation of a jail farm 
“when conditions permit.” 
8. Separation of adult and 
juvenile probation duties and 
transfer of the juvenile court 
and juvenile probation division 
to the county juvenile hall. 
9. Abolition of the veterans 
service office. 
In recommending pay-as-you- 
go financing of the civic cen­ 
ter project, the Kroeger report 


said the county could set aside 
at least $500,000 annually to­ 
ward 
construction, 
enabling 
the entire job to be completed 
in six years. 
Reservation of 
funds should start at once, the 
report said. 


$1,750,000 COST

alone, we estimate a cost of 
$1,750.000 to 
meet 
present 
needs,” 
Kroeger 
said. 
“To 
build for 1970 will cost about 
$2,700,000. This estimate is 
necessarily very general, since 
the type of construction has 
not yet been decided.”

report 
said 
101,380 
square feet of space is needed 
by county departments and ac­ 
tivities which should be housed 
at the civic center, but by 1970 
they will need 158,770. 
They 
now occupy 58,995 square feet. 
Provisions should be made 
now for 391 county employees, 
the report added. It predicted 
that 598 employees will be 
needed at the civic center by 
1970.

Smog Travels 


Far, Control 


Czar Warns 


Any Marinites who are tak­ 
ing comfort from the “ air shed” 
theory that 
smog 
hovers in 
“sheds” near its source are de­ 
luding themselves, according to 
Bay Area smog control boss 
Benjamin Linsky. 
Linsky, director of the Bay 
Area 
Air Pollution 
Control 
Board, said this week “ smoke 
movements have been known 
to travel thousands of miles,” 
and produced 25 charts show­ 
ing possible wind-flow patterns 
which would carry smog from 
industrial areas to points— def­ 
initely 
including 
Marin 
— 
throughout the Bay Area. 


DRAMATIC EXAMPLE 


He sited, as a dramatic ex­ 
ample of smog travel, an inci­ 
dent last October in which fish­ 
ermen 80 miles off the Pacific 
Coast found themselves in a 
smog bank, 
Linsky and officials of the 
state Department of Public 
Health, who cooperated in air­ 
flow research last year, said 
they are convinced 
that the 
smog encountered at sea came 
from industrial operation in the 
Los Angeles area. 
Similar patterns of flow are 
possible in the Bay Area, Lin- I 
sky warned, and any persons 
who feel that smog won’t reach 
their particular part of the area | 
are in error. 


AESTHETIC PROBLEMS 
As to Marin County, Linsky 
noted that there are aesthetic 
as well as pulmonary problems. 
“One of the delights of Ma­ 
rin, and one of the factors in 
high property values there,” he 
said, “ is the wonderful view 
to be had from many home 
sites. A blanket of smog that 
cuts off that view, even if it 
doesn’t pollute the atmosphere 
of Marin, does damage to the 
county.” 


He made the statement with 
some feeling, incidentally, as 
he is now living in a San Fran­ 
cisco apartment and has been 
shopping for a home—with a 
view—in Marin.

Youth Guilty 
In Dorm Fire 
Sentenced 


MOSCOW, Idaho (M—Paul D. 
Matovich was sentenced yester­ 
day to not more than 25 years 
in the state penitentiary for a 
University of Idaho dormitory 
fire that 
killed three fellow 
freshman last Oct. 19. 
Matovich was discharged 
from the Air Force at Hamilton 
Air Force Base last June for 
Unfitness.” 
District Judge Hugh A. Baker 
also told the 21-year-old former 
journalism 
student that he 
would recommend that the 
psychiatrist at the prison in 
Boise “watch you with care.” 
Matovich, accused of setting 
the fire in Gault Hall on the 
campus, was convicted of sec- 
on d degree murder Friday 
night. 
“This court is without right 
in a proceeding of this charac­ 
ter to commit the defendant for 
psychiatrict treatment even if 
convinced that such treatment 
is necessary,” the judge said. 
Matovich could have been 
sentenced to a life term. The 
jury in its verdict recommend­ 
ed he be given psychiatric treat­ 
ment. His attorneys during the 
trial claimed the youth was in­ 
sane at the time of the fire and 
is still insane.

AMMAN (.^— Bedouin troops 
and security police held Jordan 
under tight control today as the 
moderate new government got 
down to the hard work of re­ 
storing stability to the country. 
Its first job, after the six-day 
cabinet crisis from which King 
Hussein emerged with a de­ 
cisive victory over leftist and 
extremist elements, will be to 
clean out the Communists and 
the army. 


LEFTISTS WARNED 
In Amman, leaders of leftist 
groups have been warned dras­ 
tic action will be taken against 
them if they start trouble. 
The future of Maj. Gen. Ali 
Abu Nuwar, 34-year-old chief 
of staff of the Jordan army, re 
mained 
in 
doubt, 
informed 
sources said. Brig Sadik Sharaa, 
deputy chief of staff, is return­ 
ing from London. 
Maj. Gen. Ali Hayari is act­ 
ing chief of staff. Nuwar has 
officially been given 14 days 
leave and latest information 
available indicated he remains 
in Syria.

Overall Effect Of Tramway 
Would Be Very Desirable 


The idea of a tramway to carry sight­ 
seeing tourists to the top of Mt. Tam 
strikes us as a good one with only a 
minimum of objectionable features. 
Let's consider the complaint that the 
tram would mar the beauty of our moun­ 
tain. 
We formerly had a railroad that car­ 
ried sight-seeing tourists up to the top. 
Now we have a public highway. Both 
of these installations required cutting 
and filling to construct a suitable road­ 
bed with no more than an allowable 
grade. This means they both resulted in 
“gashes on the mountainside” which so 
many find objectionable here in Marin. 
But we don’t recall hearing any com­ 
plaints about either the railroad or the 
highway. 
Nor do we remember complaints 
about the sizeable establishment that 
flourished near the mountain top at the 
upper terminus of the railroad, catering 
to the public. 
In our opinion, a tramway, properly 
built, would cause far fewer, if any, 
scars in the mountainside than did the 
railroad or the highway. 
New terminal facilities at the top, in­ 
cluding a restaurant, built along appro­ 
priate modern lines, would be much 
more attractive than was the old struc­ 
ture. 


In view of all this, we cannot agree 
with those who fear that a tramway 
and terminal facility would someway 
mar the beauty of the mountain, if 
properly constructed. 


Now let us consider the objections of 
some residents of Baltimore Canyon in 
Larkspur, where the lower terminus of 
the tram line has been contemplated. 


It strikes us that the rank and file 
of Larkspur residents and taxpayers 
would welcome the advent of the

tramway with its base in their town. 
It would, in a manner of speaking, 
put Larkspur on the map. It would 
bring tourists and sightseers to Lark­ 
spur, with money to spend. Larkspur 
business concerns would profit. Since 
their well-being is inextricably inter­ 
twined with the economic welfare of 
the town. Larkspur as a whole could 
not help but benefit. 


Residents of quiet Baltimore Canyon, 
in the habit of allowing their children to 
play in the streets, would, it is true, be 
put to the necessity of training their 
children 
to 
beware 
of 
automotive 
traffic. 
But would that be bad? 
A street or two in the area probably 
would experience a considerable rise in 
traffic volume. To the extent that traf­ 
fic volume is objectionable, they would 
have grounds to complain and oppose 
the whole project. 
But as w ith people who live on other 
streets that become heavily traveled, we 
might sympathize with them but would 
not advocate “closing the road” for 
their special benefit. 
All in all there can be no question that 
Larkspur 
would 
profit considerably 
from the tramway project. 
But beyond these specifics, what 
about all these people flocking to Marin 
and overrunning us? 
We happen to think that an active, 
wholesome interest in natural beauties 
is good for the nation and our American 
civilization. 
It strikes us a necessary 
and advisable counterbalance to the em­ 
phasis on materialism that pervades our 
whole life these days. 
We happen to place a higher value on 
the good that can come from such wide 
interest in Marin’s out-of-doors than we 
do on our own selfish desire to keep it 
all to ourselves.

NEW YORK W—That liv­ 
ing in debt is a way of life 
for an increasing number of 
Americans is official today. 
A government agency study 
group says so. And it thinks 
the habit will go on spread­ 
ing. 


This may not surprise the 
millions who together have 
31% billion dollars .more to 
pay on such things as autos, 
furniture, 
home 
appliances 
and travel, and to the hordes 
w'ho added about 15 billion 
dollars to the nation’s out­ 
standing mortgage debt total 
last year. 


This way of life is most 
prevalent a m o n g younger 
families 
and 
among 
those 
with incomes in the middle 
brackets. 


THE STUDY group is the 
statistical staff of the Federal 
Reserve 
Board, which had 
been asked to report on in­ 
stallment 
credit 
to 
Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s Council of 
Economic Advisers. It finds 
that buying goods and ser­ 
vices on the cuff and making 
payments on a house over

British White Paper Reveals 
Dependence On U.S. A-missiles 


LONDON — A full explana­ 
tion of the new British de­ 
fense policy, which was set 
forth in an official White Pa­ 
per last week, would have to 
include a review of what has 
happened in wdrld politics 
during the past seven or eight 
years. The review might well 
begin in 1949 when the Sovi­ 
et Union broke the American 
monopoly of atomic weapons. 
This enormous event precipi­ 
tated the race in nuclear arm­ 
aments and in guided mis­ 
siles. 
For 
Britain 
particularly, 
with her large commitments 
and her diminished economic 
resources, this revolution in 
the military art has posed a 
problem which has to be met. 
Britain cannot afford, indeed 
there are no nations which 
can really afford, to finance 
the full development of the 
new weapons while maintain­ 
ing at the same time conven­ 
tional, but up-to-date, armies, 
navies, and air forces. 
For Britain, and indeed for 
all the countries of Europe 
and Asia, the new weapons 
have 
raised 
the 
question 
whether there is in fact any 
such thing as defense, in the 
ordinary sense of the ability 
to repel an attack. If there is 
# no adequate defense, then 
there is no security except 
the prevention of nuclear war 
by deterrence on the one 
hand and by diplomacy on 
the other. 
For a number of reasons 
Great Britain has been the 
first of the big powers to 
speak distinctly and openly 
about the complex problems 
which are posed by this mili­ 
tary revolution, and to re­ 
shape its own military policy 
accordingly. There need be no 
doubt in our minds that this 
White Paper will have an in­ 
fluence far beyond Great Brit­ 
ain on military thinking and 
planning. The document is 
unusually candid and explicit 
for an official statement. But 
time will show, 1 imagine, 
that there is a lot to be read 
between the lines. 


THERE IS, for example, the 
blunt statement “that there 
is at present no means of pro­ 
viding 
adequate 
protection 
for the people of this country 
against the consequences of 
an attack with nuclear weap­ 
ons,” and that therefore “the 
overriding consideration 
in 
all military planning must be 
to prevent war rather than 
to prepare for it.” 
That is a very big thing for 
the British government to say. 
The practical military conclu­ 
sion they draw from it is that 
Britain must have some de­ 
terrent nuclear power of her 
own if she is not to remain 
wholly dependent upon the 
United States. But what the 
British are saying will be 
read in countries which are 
no less defenseless and yet 
quite incapable of acquiring 
any deterrent nuclear power 
of their own. 
The British conclusion de­ 
pends, so I gather, upon a cur­ 
rent 
assumption 
that 
the 
United States is ahead of the 
Soviet Union in the race to 
produce 
guided missiles of 
intermediate range, and that 
in not too long a time the 
United States will be able to 
supply Britain and the NATO 


an average of 11 per cent of 
their spendable income into 
installment buying in tfie last 
two years, the group reports. 
It thinks this will gradually 
rise to 13 or 14 per cent by 
1965. 
Most families pay little at­ 
tention to how much more 
this costs them in interest 
rates and carrying charges. 
The controlling concern is 
howr much the monthly pay­ 
ments will be and if the fami­ 
ly income will cover them. 


FOR EXAMPLE, the aver­ 
age monthly payment on new 
cars has stayed around $80 in 
recent years. The rise in total 
auto financing has come, in 
addition to the number sold, 
in the lengthening of the per­ 
iod of payment. This has let 
installment buyers take on 
higher priced models. 
The Federal Reserve group 
figures that monthly payment 
terms on autos and appliances 
have been lowered just about 
as far as they can be, so it 
thinks most of the future rise 
in the total of installment 
debt will come from the new 
and growing invasion of the 
consumer credit field by the 
financers of travel, vacations 
and services, and by the in­ 
creased emphasis on it by de­ 
partment and 
other retail 
stores. 


countries with these missiles. 
If this fundamental assump­ 
tion is correct, we are enter­ 
ing a period—which may last 
for a few years— in which the 
balance of nuclear power will 
be theoretically and statisti­ 
cally inclined against the So­ 
viet Union. For, again theo­ 
retically, the Soviet Union 
will be within range of the 
intermediate missiles which 
are based in Britain and West­ 
ern Europe whereas the Unit­ 
ed States would be somewhat 
less vulnerable. 


MANY OF US, myself in­ 
cluded, do not think such the­ 
oretical calculations are reli­ 
able enough in the real world 
to be taken very seriously as 
a basis of practical policy. But 
the assumption that the Unit­ 
ed States has a lead in the 
field of intermediate missiles 
is very much in the minds of 
the military planners all over 
the world. 
Britain, for example, would 
in any event have had to re­ 
duce its 
military establish­ 
ment and its overseas com­ 
mitments. But tho intermedi­ 
ate missiles, which are prom­ 
ised for delivery in the five- 
year period 
during 
which 
Britain is to reduce its mili­ 
tary forces, can be cited to 
support the claim that the 
over-all power of Britain rela­ 
tive to the Soviet Union will 
nevertheless not have been 
reduced. 
It is most probable, too 
that» the Soviet warnings to 
Norway, Denmark, the Neth­ 
erlands and to Western Eu­ 
rope generally are addressed 
primarily to this problem of 
the intermediate missiles. 
Quite evidently, Moscow Is 
genuinely disturbed at the 
prospect of being encircled 
by a ring of guided missiles 
with puclear warheads, es­ 
pecially if for some years to 
come she will have no com­ 
parable power to strike at the 
United 
States. 
The 
Soviet 
w-arnings contain big threats 
of what would happen if in­ 
termediate m i s s i l e s w e r e 
launched from Western Eu­ 
rope. But it is only fair to 
note that there is no sugges­ 
tion in these warnings that 
the Soviet Union is consider­ 
ing a preventive attack if the 
missiles are actually installed 
in 
Britain 
and 
elsewhere. 
Such 
a 
preventive 
attack 
would, of course, bring into 
action the United States, and 
it seems plain that the Soviet 
Union has no intention, in­ 
deed quite the contrary, of 
starting a great war. 


IF THE BASIC assumption 
of a temporary Western su­ 
periority is sound, it means 
only that our diplomatic bar­ 
gaining power, which has fall­ 
en so low since Hungary and 
the Suez fiasco, may for a 
time be somewhat restored. 
But the advantage, if in­ 
deed we have one, will, how­ 
ever, be temporary and short­ 
lived. For the Soviet Union 
will assuredly catch up with 
us if indeed she is lagging be­ 
hind. 
One would feel better about 
all this if in London and in 
Washington the directors of 
our diplomacy were willing to 
think as freshly and frankly 
as were the authors of the 
British White Paper on mili­ 
tary policy.

Daylight saving will alter the for this time of year. The few

The season opening should 
be exceptionally good as heavy 
plants of catchable trout have 
been made in Alpine, Kent, 
Phoenix, Lagunitas and 
Bon 
Tempe lakes in Marin County. 
Over 100.000 fingerling trout 
up to 4 inches in length were 
planted in Kent lake three 
months ago. 
A permit is required to fish 
in the Water District lakes. 
Permit may be secured at the 
offices of the Marin Municipal 
Water District and sporting 
goods stores for $1.00 per sea­ 
son. The money derived from 


fish that will be taken in the 
streams will be small salmon 
and steelhead as no planting of 
trout has occurred in Marin 
streams for many years. Fish­ 
ermen are urged to help pre 
serve the small steelhead and 
trout and do their fishing in 
the lakes. 
A good trout opener is pre

demn the property. 
The notice appeared over 
the signature of George Hoff­ 
man, who ha« been the prime 
mover in the campaign to stop 
construction of the apartments. 
Attorney for the group is James 
Martin Mac kini«, who also han­ 
dle« 
legal 
matters for Sally 
Stanford, owner of the Val­ 
halla restaurant. 
About 420 signature« would 
be required to make the peti­ 
tion effective. 
Hoffman yesterday empha 
sized the option provision in 
the notioe, declaring that “if 
we obtain an overwhelming 
number of signatures, certain­ 
ly the council should pass the 
resolution and save the money 
required to call an election.”

In 1922 
she was rebuilt as the Eureka, 
her rails were removed, and 
she continued as a Northwest­ 
ern Pacific passenger ferry un­ 
til cessation of that service in 
1941. when she was turned over 
to the Southern Pacific.
